This year Alternative School was 
dubbed a new name. It is now called the 
Lowell Learning Center. Located at the old 
Oak Hill Elementary School, it is ideally placed 
in the heart of Lowell. 

The system of teaching is completely 
different here then normal school’s way of 
teaching. Everything is based on a computer 
system called PLATO. The students have 
shorter days and work at their own pace. The 
homework here is optional and extra credit is 
avaliable. 

The center is composed of 134 
students. Seventeen of those students are from 
Hanover Central. 

The students have many reasons for 
going here instead of a “normal” high school. 
Some of the reasons consist of those who fail to 
thrive, those who left school without a diploma, 
those who are teen parents, those who were 
expelled, those who need more credits to 
graduate, and those who need special 
education. 

In the 1998-1999 school year 59 
students graduated and passed the SAT Prep 
test. In the 1999-2000 school year, 80 students 
accomplished the the same feat. 

As the years passed since the school 
was created, an extreme decreasing number of 
students have been expelled. The number has 
gone from 75 in 1997-1998, to 52 in 1998- 
1999, and finally to 27 in this school year. 

The Learning Center also offers 
counseling services which consist of anger 
management, negotiation and compromise, and 
helping deal with adversity. The help comes 
from a part-time English teacher and an 
improved Social Studies software. 

The Center has proved to be and 
extremely important teaching device to the 
children and young adults of Lowell.

“Hello” or

year, 1999/2000 has 
really been an amazing 
year for the academic 
teams, with Lowell par¬ 
ticipating in all three aca¬ 
demic seasons for the 
first time ever. Most 
people don’t even 
know how the aca¬ 
demic seasons are bro¬ 
ken up. Here is a brief 
explanation of it. The 
first academic season is 
Spellbowl which takes 
place in the fall. The 
next academic compe¬ 
tition occurs in the win¬ 
ter with the Academic 
Decathalon. The final 
academic team is the 
Academic Superbowl 
which takes place in the 
spring. 

Now for a brief 
summary of how each 
event is done. With the 
Spellbowl each com¬ 
peting school sends ten 
students. At the com¬ 
petition each student 
goes to compete one at 
a time next to a proctor 
with no talking allowed 
on the floor or by those 
waiting in the stands. 
This proceeds through 
ten words for each stu¬ 
dent. 

Academic 
Decathalon is some¬ 
what different from 
Spellbowl. At 
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Getting the Ball Rolling 

The Academic Team 


Decathalon the com¬ 
peting schools divide 
their students into three 
catagories. The first 
group is the Honors di¬ 
vision and the students 
in this group have a 3.5 
to 4.0 GPA. The next 
group is the Scholastic 
division and the stu¬ 
dents in this group have 
a GPA between 3.0 
and 3.4. The third and 
final group is the Varsity 
division with student 
GPA’s of 3.0 and be¬ 
low. Students in each of 
these divisions must be 
a fairly strong all-around 
student and be able to 
do well in 10 areas. 
These areas are speech, 
interview, essay, lan¬ 
guage and literature, 
mathematics, social 
studies, economics, 
music, art, and science. 
Each year, from one of 
those catagories, a 
Superquiz category is 
chosen. This year the 
Superquiz was over sci¬ 
ence. For each of the 
categories the compet¬ 
ing students must prove 
that they studied the 
materials by taking mul¬ 
tiple choice tests for the 
better part of a day. The 
only breaks from the 
test taking occurs when 
the student gives a 
speech and interview in 


front of three judges, 
quite nerve-racking for 
the competitor. But if 
the materials were stud¬ 
ied it is all worth it at the 
end of the day because 
of the awards ceremony 
where all that competed 
gather in the auditorium 
and are paraded in front 
of all of the wannabes. 

Academic 
Superbowl to is differ¬ 
ent from the two pre¬ 
ceding events. At the 
Superbowl competition 
the competing student 
needs only be adept at 
one of five areas. The 
areas are English, So¬ 
cial Studies, Fine Arts, 
Mathematics, and Sci¬ 
ence. And instead of 
having to compete all 
by himself the competi¬ 
tor is part of a team of 
four. The team gets 
twenty seconds to con¬ 
sult one another to fig¬ 
ure out the correct an¬ 
swer. This system con¬ 
tinues for twenty-five 
questions and the team 
with the most points gets 
the award. However, 
there are at times ties for 
points. In instances like 
these there are tie 
breakers. The tie 
breakers are decided 
by which team had got¬ 
ten the most answers in 
a row correct. In case 


of a tie continuing past 
this point another tie 
breaker exists and is 
based on which team 
had gotten the most 
right out of the last five 
questions. Yet another 
tie breaker exists if these 
other two tie breakers 
fail and that is based in 
the last three questions 
and on which team had 
gotten the most of these 
questions correct. 
Rarely are the latter two 
tie breakers used, but 
they are there so there 
is a definite winner in the 
competition. 

This year was 
the first year ever that 
Lowell competed in the 
Spellbowl competition. 
And even though Aca¬ 
demic Studyhalls were 
set up this year to ignite 
interest into the Aca¬ 
demic teams, the 
Spellbowl coaches had 
trouble scrounging up 
ten students willing to 
compete. It was not 
until the end of the day 
of the competition that 
the roster was com¬ 
plete. The competitors 
were Seniors T.J. 
Engels, Beth Grey, 
April Krol, Sott Ritter, 
Junior Rachel Engels, 
Sophmores Michelle 
Biederstadt, and Janet 
Snyder. These ten stu¬ 


dents made up the team 
that competed Griffith 
High School against 
close to fifteen other 
teams. Despite the ef¬ 
fort and intentions of 
these students Lowell 
did not place in this 
event. Did this seem¬ 
ingly disheartening 
event negativly affect 
the team. No! In fact, 
the return ride proved 
this rag-tag bunch as a 
group of students that 
would not let a loss get 
in the way of enjoying 
themselves. The bus 
ride was filled with 
shouts and cheers of 
whatever popped into 
their heads. Lowell mae 
knot hav the beset 
spelerz butt thay shure 
r goood sportz. 

Unlike 
Spellbowl, which did 
not do so well, the Aca¬ 
demic Decathalon team 
did really well. This 
year’s team consisted 
of senior Todd Walroth, 
juniors Rachel Engels, 
and Emily Rosinko 
making up the honor 
division for Lowell. This 
scholastic division had 
senior Lauren Hoemig, 
junior Andrew Rucker, 
and sophomore 
Michelle Biederstadt. 
The varsity division was 
manned by senior T.J. 



Engels, junior Andrew 
Wingate and sopho¬ 
more Janet Snyder. 
Lowell also had, as al¬ 
ternates juniors Jen 
Stokes and Jeff Kriske. 
These eleven students 
did very well in the com¬ 
petitions. The first com¬ 
petition took place in 
the middle of December 
at the Kankakee Valley 
invitational. At the invi¬ 
tational there were 
roughly about ten teams 
competing. At the on¬ 
set of this competition it 
was made clear that 
Kankakee Valley 
wanted the win, making 
sure that all there had 
heard how K.V. always 
won their invitational. 
Through out the day 
and all of the test taking 
scores would sporadi¬ 
cally be found out and 
each team was trying to 
piece together how well 
that they were doing. 
During the awards cer¬ 
emony that followed the 
tests everyone on the 
Lowell team walked 
away with at least one 
award and it was clear 
that Lowell would walk 
away the victor of this 
competition. Despite 
the upset, the Lowell 
team walked away with 
dignity, not rubbing in 
the victory. K.V. on the 
other hand, not expect¬ 
ing the loss were less 
than good sports. 

The second 
time for the Lowell 


Decathalon team to 
show their stuff was at 
the regional competition 
also hosted by 
Kankakee Valley. At 
this competition there 
were quite a few more 
schools from 

Valparaiso to 
Bloomington. This 
competition proved to 
be more intimidating 
than the invitational, and 
also more challenging. 
At the end of the com¬ 
petition Lowell finished 
in fourth place, despite 
the drop in rank it is due 
to more schools in the 
competition because 
Lowell still finished with 
more points than all the 
schools that were at the 
invitational. Everyone 
on the Decathalon team 
proved their worth at 
this competition by ev¬ 
eryone on the team took 
home at least one 
award. Now all there 
was to do was wait and 
see if their team score 
was good enough to go 
to the state competi¬ 
tion. The results came 
in the next Monday and 
sure enough Lowell was 
ranked eighth out of 
twelve teams going to 
state! 

In preparation 
for the state competition 
Lowell really went into 
top gear. Members of 
the team made outlines 
of the study materials 
for easier studying. The 
team would have to 


wait, however, to see 
how well the studying 
would pay-off. The 
state competition was 
held at Southport High 
School in Indianapolis. 
Instead of all the events 
taking place in one day, 
the state competition 
was staggered over two 
days. The first day’s 
events started in the 
evening and included 
the essay, speech, inter¬ 
view, and team picture. 
The following day, Sat¬ 
urday, included the rest 
of the events. How well 
did Lowell do? Well, 
Lowell went into the 
competition in eighth 
place and left in fourth 
place, jumping three 
other schools in the 
competition. Lowell’s 
team also had several 
members win awards. 
Todd Walroth won a 
first place in speech. 
Andrew Rucker won 
first place in interview 
and third place in social 
studies. Michelle 
Biederstadt won first 
place in language and 
literature. T.J. Engels 
won first place in art and 
language and literature 
and third place in music 
and placed third place 
overall. Andrew 
Wingate won third 
place in social studies. 
It truly was an amazing 
year for Lowell’s Aca¬ 
demic Decathalon 
team.

participated in was 
Academic Superbowl.
